Report. of School Committee. 





To the citizens of the town of Orford: 


Your School Committee in submitting its report for the 
fiscal year ending Feb. 15, 1903, takes pleasure in stating that 
in the work of the Orford St., Orfordville and Davis Town: 
Schools the year has been one in which the high standard and. 
progressive spirit of the past has been fully maintained. If 
the work of the schools in the Upper St. and Indian Pond 
Districts has been in some degree unsatisfactory the cause is 
to be found in the small number of pupils and their irregular 
attendance, rather than any inefficiency in the teaching force. 
In her work with the Indian Pond School Miss Nichols is 
showing herself worthy of a larger and more remunerative 
position, while as a pupil in the same school, Master Frank 
Hall has performed work deserving of special mention. 


IRREGULAR ATTENDANCE. 


Your Committee would make emphatic the necessity of 
constant attendance on the part of the pupil during term time 
if a high standard of merit is to be maintained in our schools. 
Irregularity in attendance on the part of the few rests asa 
ban on the whole school., It multiples the difficulties of the 
teacher, embarrasses those who are irregular in their attend- 
ance, and impedes the progress of those who have been 
constantly present. 

As a pupil returns to school after having been absent for 
one or more days the teacher is confronted with the alterna- 
tive of holding back an entire class that the delinquent 
member may “catch up” in the studies that have been 
neglected, or permitting the class to go on inthe regular 
work, the one who has been absent to make up for lost time 
as opportunity offers. There are not a few pupils in our 
schools who are possessed of excellent natural ability, who 
are handicapped for their entire school life, and often made 
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to appear in the role of a dunce before teachers, pupils and 
visitors, simply because certain fundamental principles were 
taught the school during their too frequent absence. Your 
Committee speaks in defence of those pupils who through the 
indulgence or neglect of parents or wards are permitted to 
miss much of true importance in their school work because of 
irregular attendance. And the conviction is expressed, that 
every session of school is of so much value to the members of 
the higher grades that the non-attendance of a pupil is justi- 
fiable only on most serious grounds. 

FINANCES 


The intelligent tax payer has a just claim to full information 
concerning the use of moneys appropriated by the town ior 
school or other purposes. In order that this claim for infor- 
mation may in a measure be met your Committee would set 
forth the financial side of the conduct of our schools in 


comparison with the school expenses of Wentworth and 


Piermont. It will be readily conceded by a large majority of 


the citizens of Orford, that in buildings, course of study, and 
generally, in teaching force, our schools are superior to those 
in many of the adjacent towns. Our school privileges are to 
say the least equal to those of Wentworth or Piermont. 

Last year Wentworth expended for school purposes a total 
of $1809, Piermont §2331, while Orford expended a total of 
$3150. Itis clear that Orford spent for school purposes 
$1371 more than Wentworth and $849 more than Piermont. 
If our comparison ended here it might with reason be asked 
if our boasted but perhaps doubtful superiority was not ob- 


tained at too great expense. A further comparison of the 


work performed is necessary if a true knowledge of value 
received for maneys expended is to be obtained. As it must 
cost more to keep roo miles of roadway in repair than it does 
25 miles in good condition for travel, so it must cost more to 
instruct 200 children than it does to perform a like service for 


100. Coming then to acomparison of the number of pupils — 
enrolled in the schools of the towns considered, it is found —

that Wentworth reports 1o1 pupils, Piermont 123, while 
Orford has 214 enrolled. Orford has 91 more than Piermont 
and 122 more than Wentworth. 

To educate her children Wentworth pays $15.34 per pupil, 
Piermont $17.69, while the cost per pupil in Orford is $14.85. 

For books and supplies the average expense fer pupil is as 
follows, Wentworth g8cts., Warren ¢1.59, Piermont $1.46, 
Lyme $1.80, Orford ¢1.12. 

For Grafton County the average total expenditure fer pupil 
is $16.86, for Orford $14.85. For Grafton County the average 
per pupil for books and supplies is ¢1.26, for Orford $1.12. 

The above figures are taken from the report of the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction for New Hampshire for the year 
1902, and would seem to show that your annual appropria- 
tion is as wisely expended and brings as good returns as are 
obtained by other towns. ,
